Pelleving that Nebraska would sogn be
a state, Dr. Renner made up the rul
conlalning the title of hls paper In two
peolionA. AS soon as the commonwoallh
should become a state he intended to 1Mt
the word ""Deutsche’ and insert the word
“Stagia” He had to walt & number of
years, however, and when the territory
was finally admitted to statehood he did
change the name to ‘Stants Zeitung” and
started u branch shop, publilahing the
paper both in Lincoln and in Nebraska
c“’.
